1 . I Joined the Agency in 1951 because I was asked to 
and help In a specific task for which I had been recom- 
mended to the Agency* I accepted the proposal because I felt 
that it was a*y duty to help In the anti -communist struggle in 
a field where I had long experience* 

I have been with the Agency for nearly 7 years* I have 
worked hard, with full dedication, whenever I was given some- 
thing to do* I have looked for more work, and I have done 
more than asked, although never being encouraged to do so* 

1 have been outspoken when I saw grave errors being made 
by my co-workers or my superiors, because I know that errors 
in this work are too costy, that there would be no positive 
results of intelligence work if this is not being done with 
all possible preciseness, care and consideration* I have been 
taught that there is no much help of YES -men, although they 
get along better than others* Thus, I have made constructive 
proposals when I found this necessary, but I have very seldom 
had a word that njy proposals had been accepted or reversed, 
or at least had been read and considered on due level* 

However, I can't deny that I have not had any acknowledge- 
ments at all* I am happy that by this my squareness I have 
helped to avoid some of the blunders I had seen developing* 

Hclas, this behavior and seal of mine has not brought me 
too many friends, nor good efficiency reports, nor due advance- 
ment, which are necessary for reasonable, safe and good-spirited 
continuation of work. In addition to this I was informed re- 
centlyfthat I shall have no aspects to be admitted into the staff 
of the Agency, because my age being too advanced for this al- 
ready (53), not to speak of my 58 years when I shall have been 
citizen for 5 years. I also was told that the Agency does not 
intend to use me as a contract employee in any advanced posi- 
tion ,vith use of more of my abilities than is being done novg 
and if this does not satisfy me then I should look for some 
other job. 

2 . In this situation I must try to get employed in a some 
less qualified agency or in private business, wher my situ- 
ation would be more secure and promising*

I was transferred to 
Washington.D.C. in February 1953, with ay starting salary here 
48 00 too dollars per year. My present salary, since October 1957, 
is $ 5915 p sr year.
